Though the
situation is grave, the Chinese have
not occupied Tien-Tsin. The latest
news from Pekin emanating from au-
thentic sources is to t4e effect that
there f8 no change in  the situation,
This is understoad to mean that the
Jegations still hold out, :he Chinese
have surrounded them, but do not
dare 10 make sawnother attack, Appars
ently they hope to starve out thosoe
Who have taken vefuge there. Foreign -
ers and commercial men atall of the
treaty ports are of the opinion that the
Chinese government has neen wreckea
beyond repair and that the only soln-
tion for the existing anarchy will be
the establishment of & new governs
ment, controlled by the civilized na-
tlons. Attemipts to restore the Em-
press on the basis of her promise ot
£o0d behavior would make the position
@f the foreigners worse than ever., A
popular plan is the restoration of the
Emperor, if found alive. With liberal
advisers he could be held  subject to
strict supervision by some counciy
representing the foreign powers, .ne
personal punishment of the highest of-
ficials concerned in  the anti-foreign
movement Is considered essential, In-
terest is focussed on  Russia  and
America., It is the universal Dbeliep
that Russin Instigated rioting, expect-
ing to march an army 40 Pekin ana
proclaim herself protector of China
under the guise of restoring order, but
achieved a flasco on  account of the
prompl action of the other powers,
‘America, which iz constderod (0 hold
the key to the solution beecause of be.
ing beyond suspicion of land-grabbing
motives, 1s In the best position to take
the lead in making proposals for & pers
manent arrangement.  There s a prac-
tical Anglo-American alliance in China,
The commereial organizations of both
nationalities are urging thely respoe-
tive governments to hurry more troops.
The presence of enough soldiers to en-
force the demands upon China, hesides
being a check to the ambitions of rivay
powers, is deemed vital, ‘Tnere is an
insuffivient number of English troops
available to protect the Intorests a
stake in the treaty ports, The English
and Americans confidently expect that
severa) regiments will be sent from the
Philippines without delay.

No confidence is  expressed in Li
Hung Chang, who is cxpected to follow
whatever policy is likely to result iwm
personal aggrandizement. Miany mis.
slonaries from tue Yang Tse Kilang
Valley are comine to Shanghai for
safety, Three Chinese gun-boats re-
cently built by the Armstrongs have
arrived at Shanghai from Taku, Two
Chinese cruisers at Kiang Ying fort, 50
miles up the river, are kept under
steam. The forts are provided with
modern artillery and are instructed to
watch for the approach of foreigners.
Six American Presbyterlan  mission-
aries from Kian Ying have arrived atr
SShanghal. A wealthy Chinaman
who fled from Pekin on the 14th SA¥S
that all the legations except the Rri-
tish, Austrian and Belgian have been
burned, the foreigners taking refuge in
those three, tl}ll_\‘ #ven Krupp guns
are empleged in the bomburdment of
Tien-Tsin.

There is still no news of Vice Ad-
miral Seymour. The efficials here are
anxious; business is practically sus-
pended and all the respectable Chinese
look for foreign protection in the event
of a rising, 1t is officially said that the
Dowager Empress has issued emphatic
instructions for the extermination of
all foreigners in China. Large num-
bers of refugees are arrlving here from
the north. All is quiet here and in the
Yang Tse Klang Valley.

" TERMS OF PEACE.

Lezders of the Insurgents Agree on

Terms,

Manila, by Cable.—Two hundred Fil.
ipinos met Thursday morning in Man-
ila to determine honorable and deco-
rous methods for securing peace.

The results were submitted In  the
evening to General MacArthur, who
accopted them.

The leaders of the meeting will use
their Influence to induce Aguinaldo to
accept the arrangement. If they are
successful as they hope to be, they be-
lieve Aguinaldo will issue orders in
sonjunction with the American author-
itles for the cessation of hostilitles.

The meeting, which was the first of
the kind since the days of the Filipino
congress., was composed of the distinct-
I¥ revolutionary element, the “Ameri-
canisias” being lacking.

Thirty political prisoners were re-
leased from jail in order to attend.
Senor Paterno presided and Senor Bu-
encamino, the originatar of the move-
ment, Senor Flores, Gen. Plo del Pilar,
Gen. Garela, Gen. Macabulos and oth-
er prominent revolutionists were pres-
ent. It was pointed out that the ques-
tions to he considered were military
and civil, the military being coneerned
"with a cozsation of hostilities and the
civil with the determinntion of the po-
Ltieal statns of the Filipines. The im-
mediate object of the meeting was to
effect peace and subsequently the lead-
ers conld consult with the eivil commis-
sion ag to politien] matters,

K was evident that Senor Paterno
wis convinced that he could obtain
Azuinaldo’s sanction to a peace hased
npon  the following seven clauses,
which, after fonr hours, were unani-
mously accepted as compliable with an
honorable peace:

1. Amnesty,

2. The return by the Americans to
the Fillpinos of confiscated property.

4. Employment for the revolution-
ary generals in the navy and militia
when established.

4. The application of the Filipino
revenues to succor needy Filipino sol-
diers,

5. A guarantee to the Filipinos of
the exercige of personal rights aceord-
ed to Americans by thelr constitution.

6, BEstablishment of  aivil govern-
ments at Manila and in the provinces.

7. BExpulsion of the IPriars.

The statement was voeciferously ac-
claimed, the entire assembly shouting
“expel, expel.”

Chinese Situation,

London, By Cable.—The silence of
Pekin continues ynbroken. Four thou-
Fand men of the allied forees were
having sharp defensive flghting at
Men-Tsin, Tuesday and Wednesday,
with a prospect of being  re-enforoed
‘Thursday. This is the situatlon in
China as set forth in the British gov-
frnment  dispateh, Eight hundred
Amerieans are taking part in  the
ighting In Tien-Tsin, says the Shaoag-
1wl correspondent of the Dally Ex-
press, cabling Friday  evening, “and
they apparently form a part of a sup-
plementary foree, arriving with Ger-
mans and Hritish after the conflict
sturted. It is dimpossible to estimate
the nunber of the Chinese there, but

they  had a  surprigsing  number of
Euns.' This information appears to
have been bronghtt by the United

States gun-hoat Nashville to Che Fa
and telegraphed to Shanghai. The Chi-
nese are deserting  Shanghal in large
numbers and going Into  the interior.
Reports from native sources continue
to reach Shanghai of anarchy in Pe-
kin., According to  these tales the
streets are filled day and night with
Boxers, who are wholly beyond the
control of the Chinese troops and who
are working themselves up to a fren-
zv, and clumoring for the death of al)
foreigners. .

Invited to Atlanta,

Atlantn, June 22—A committee of
citizens left for Washington Saturday
night to Invite McKinley and his
cabinet to Atlanta on July 20th to at-
tend o reanfon of the Blue and the
Gray. After ealling upon the President
the committee will go to Albany and
invite Governor Roosevelt, The re-
union will be held on the famous bat-
tle-fleld of Peachtree creck, and a
genuine  Georgia barbecue will he
epread in the trenches over which the
contending armies fought 36 years 2EO,

Fire in Pittsburg,

Pittsburg, Spacial.—Fire in one of
the principal down town husiness
blocks Friday caused a loss of §250,000,
involving cight buildings containing
many office tenants. The ageregate in-
surance will more than cover this
amount. The fire broke out In  the
rear of the Bichbaum Company's print-
Ing establishment, supposedly caused
by spontanecus compustion,

Wheat Crop Failure,

Chicago. Special.—The Times Her-
ald publishes a report prepared by
snow, the crop expert, who has just
completed a two weeks' trip through
the States of Mnnesota, North and
South Dakota., He declares the.situa-
tion a national calamity and clnims the
wheat fallure the worst ever known.
He estimates the Dakotas as promising
only 20,000,000 bnshels each and Min-
nesota 35,000,000, a total of 75,000,000
against 200,000,000 bushels lagt year,
and 225,0000,000 jn 1898,

The Republicans of the United

Stites, through their chosen represen-

_ The Democratic  party is arraigned
for inability to manage public affairs
and to inspire public confidence. The
doctrine of free coinage of silver at the
ratio of 16 to 1 is denounced,

The administration of President Me-
iRnley is  endorsed in the fullest
terms.

The following reference is made to
Democratic prineiples and poliey:

In asking the American peeple to in-
dorse this Republican record, and te
renew their commission to the Repub-
lican party, we remind them of the fact
that the menace to their prosperity
has always resided in Democratic prin-
ciples and no less in the general inen-
pavity of the Democratic party to cone-
duct business prosperity is publie eNa-
figence in the good sense of the goy-
ernment and in its ability to deal in-
telligently with each new problem of
administration and legislation, That
confidence the Democratic  party has
never earned, 1t is hopelessly inade-
qnate, amd  the country’'s prosperity
when Democralic success at the polls
is announced, halts and ceases in mere
anticipation of Democratic  Wlunders
and fallures.

Trusts are denonnced and the policy
of protection  of  American  labor
against forejen contract labor is advo-
Catod,

Our present dependence upon foreign
shipping for nine-stenths of our foreign
carrying is a great loss to the industry
of this country. It is also a serious
danger to our trade, for it sudden
withdrawal in the event of European
wiar, wonld seriously cripple our ex-
panding foreign commerce, The na-
tlonal defense and naval efficiency of
this country, moreover, supply & com-
pelling reason for Jegislation which
will enable us to recover our former
place amogg the trade-carrying fleets
of the world.

The pension laws should be liberal
and should be liberally administered
and preferences should be given wher-
ever practicable with respect to em
ployment in the public service to sol-
diers and sailors and to their widows
and orphans.

We commend the policy of the RRe-
publican party In maintaining the ef-
ficlency of the civil service. The ad-
ministration has acted wisely in s
effore to secure for public service in
Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawail and the Phil-
ippine Islands, only those whose fiiness
has been determined by tralning and
experience, We belieyve that employ-
ment in the publie service in these ter-
ritories should bhe confined as far as
practicable to thelr inhabltants.

It was the plain purpose of the fif-
teenth amendment to the constitution
to prevent discrimination on  account
of race or color in regnlnting the elec-
tive franchise, Deviees of Stiate governs
ments, whether by statutory or consti-
tutlonal enactments, to avoid the pur-

We approve the annexatlon of the
Hawaiian Islands to the United States.

In accepting, by the treaty of Paris,
the just responzibility of our victories
in the Spanih war, the President and
the Senate won the undoubted approval

of the American people. No  other
course was possible than (o destfroy
Spain’s sovereignty throuwghout the

West Indies and in the Philippine Is-
lands. That eourse ereated our respon-
elbilty hefore the world and with the
unorganized population whom our in
tervention had freed from  Spain, n
provide for the ma'ntenance of law and
order, and for the establishment of
good government and for the perform-
ance of international obligations. Our
authority could not he less than our
responsibility and wherever soversign
righta were extended it hecame the
high duty of the gavernment to main-
tain its authority to put down armed
insurrection and to confer the blessings
of libarty and civilization eonsistent
with their welfare and our dutles and
these shall be secured to them by law.
To Cuba, Independence and self-gov-
ernment were assured In the same
volee by which war was declared and
to the letter this pledge shall be per-
formed.
